Communist influence in the city ’s racial violence, w'hich 
continued tliroughout the nigiit in Brookl.vrn’s xNcgixi sec­ 
tion and resulted in the critical wounding of two Ne- 
g:i‘oes by police. 
Acting May oi' Paul R. Screvane said the Harlem 
disorders had been incited in part by "fringe gi-oups. 
including the Communist 
party .” 
He suggested that the 
FBI agents might investi­ 
gate the source of money 
for some sti'eet rallies and 
for some of the "very in­ 
flammatory .. anti - American., 
and seditious statements.” 
The FBI investigation began 
on orders from President John­ 
son. 
The Daily News said well-fin­ 
anced 
professional 
agitators, 
representing the ex treme right 
as well as the ex treme left, 
were calling the tune in the vio­ 
lence. The News said: 
“In an unholy alliance, one 
high source disclosed, both the 
Commies and ex treme Southern 
right-wingers have been sup- 
poiting the Black Muslims be­ 
cause they are the most violent 
muscle unit.” 
The newspaper said the Mus­ 
lims “ have bragged of receiv­ 
ing money from a Tex as mil­ 
lionaire,” but did not identify 
him. 
Meanwhile, 
Harlem, 
where 
rioting started Saturday night 
following protest rallies over 
the fatal shooting of a Negro 
boy by an off-duty police offic­ 
er, was relatively q uiet Tues­ 
day night. 
In Brookly n’s Bedford-Stuy ve- 
sant section, police fired at 
looters. Dozen of store windows 
were broken. 
About two dozen persons were 
arrested. 
May or Robert F, Wagner cut 
shot a European vacation be­ 
cause of the violence.

Fish and Wildlife Seiwice of the 
Dept, of the Interior were re­ 
cently inlei’viewed by KRCA. 


ACCORDING to Thomas J. 
George, KRCA secretary , this 
field party was study ing the ef­ 
fects of pollution, especially the 
brine from oil production op­ 
erations in the vicinity of Kin­ 
zua Creek in McKean County , 
on the fish population. Included 
in this study also, 
were 
the 
available food elements for fish, 
both insects and vegetation. 
This particular 
a r e a w as 
chosen for the study due to fu­ 
ture plans for tlie stocking of 
Kinzua Lake. 
JOSEPH A. Boccardy of the 
Lam ar Federal Fish Hatchery 
revealed that one million large 
mouth bass from two to three 
and one-half inches would 
be 
stocked in Kinzua Lake by 19 65. 
Another million is scheduled for 
19 66. 
The fish arc presently being 
raised at the Lamar Hatchery 
specifically for the Kinzua Dam.

Part of the commun ity prob­ 
lem, Purdy in dicated, cen ters 
on the matter of racial ten sion s. 
An d the racial ten sion s, in turn , 
go back to the question of crime 
toleran ce, he said. 


“In much of the civil disobe- 
dian ce (in racial protests) we 
fin d youn g people,” said Purdy. 
“They are bein g en couraged to 
violate the law, but when they 
become adults they will pass 
that on to their children .” 
“Thus,” he said, “we have a 
situation in which the coun try 
could pay for gen eration s to 
come.”

A Time fo r Sulking? 


I 
T WOULD appear, as of this writing, that there 
is going to be a good deal of tent su lking 
among the Repu blican liberals du ring the 1964 
campaign. 
Both Gov . Rockefeller and Gov . Scranton 
hav e made it abu ndantly clear that they do not 
intend to associate themselv es in any way with 
the ex tremist principles of Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
or with the conserv ativ e organization which he 
has clamped u pon the GOP in the wake of his 
conv ention landslide. 
Gov . Rockefeller himself has spoken ou t 
against Goldwater’s ex tremism, striking at the 
senator’s ill-adv ised nomination speech in San 
Francisco; a speech which shocked the free 
world. Gov . Scranton, while he has said nothing 
for pu blication, has made it clear that he will 
tend to his knitting in Pennsy lv ania du ring the 
campaign and that will be that 
Ex -President Eisenhower is the only major 
GOP figu re who has indicated he will help the 
Goldwater-Miller ticket, which in itself is a sad 
commentary on the political principles of the for­ 
mer general; a man apparently willing to ov er­ 
look the fact that the John Birch Society , which 
is one of Goldwater’s principal sou rces of 
strength, has called him, at best “a Commu nist 
du pe.” 
Now the tent-su lking of both Scranton and 
Rockefeller is against all accepted political 
practice. No matter how bitter a conv ention bat­ 
tle might be, in recent y ears it has been u nder­ 
stood that once a candidate is named, ranks are 
closed and ev ery body marches in a solid front 
with the standard bearer. The one big ex ception 
within recent y ears was Teddy Roosev elt’s Bu ll 
Moose breakaway from the GOP, and that is al­ 
most ancient history .

U 
NDER NORMAL circu mstances, both Rocke­ 
feller and Scranton might look like sore­ 
heads—particu larly Rockefeller, since it was he 


who made the anti-Goldwater statement How­ 
ev er, to ou r way of thinking, both the gov ernors 
are showing good ju dgment in disassociating 
themselv es from the impending disaster which 
faces the Goldwater-Miller ticket Perhaps, if 
they are not associated with this disaster, they 
will be able to rebu ild the Repu blican Party ou t 
of the ru ins which will be held in Nov ember. 
Ju st how bitter the eastern liberals are with 
the Goldwater wing of the GOP is pointed u p by 
Scranton’s and Rockefeller’s v iews and actions 
(or lack of action). Fou r y ears ago, John F. Ken­ 
nedy and Ly ndon B. Johnson traded the bitterest 
kind of jibes at the Democratic conv ention. Bu t 
somehow they were able to resolv e their differ­ 
ences, join as a ticket and su bmerge their bitter­ 
ness to win the White Hou se from Richard Nix on 
and Henry Cabot Lodge. 


That this has not happened in the GOP 
makes it obv iou s that Goldwater is in trou ble 
within his own party , and he cannot afford more 
trou ble than will come to him from ou tside it. 
His selection of Miller as his ru nning mate had 
the effect of making it obv iou s that he wants to 
force President Johnson to accept Robert Ken­ 
nedy as his ru nning mate, to balance the Cath- 
olice v ote that Miller might attract. 
This negativ e kind of strategy is not v ery 
good generalship, and it lay s bare the amateu r 
qu ality of the whole Goldwater-GOP organiza­ 
tion. 
The coming campaign will be bitter, lou d, 
clou ded with v iolence from peripheral areas. It 
has begu n already in some racial demonstra­ 
tions encou raged by the GOP’s wishwashy plank 
on civ il rights. 
There are many imponderables In the Gold- 
water-Johnson battle, bu t this is the one thing 
which the Goldwater organization cannot seem 
to grasp: It is going to get a terrible, squ ashing 
beating in Nov ember; not ju st a defeat at the 
polls, bu t a su mmary rejection of ev ery thing that 
Goldwater and his ilk stand for. Bu t then, a good 
many wars hav e been started by nations who 
su ffered from ju st this kind of blindness. 
Dr. Ju ng wou ld be interested in this latest 
demonstration of his theory of the death-wish in 
societies as well as indiv idu als.

A MANPOWER ex pert has pointed to two reasons why 
there are more than fou r million u nemploy ed workers while 
hu ndreds of thou sands of jobs go u nfilled: not only is the United 
States Employ ment Serv ice u nder-equ ipped bu t bu sinessmen 
in general do not keep the Serv ice informed wi av ailable jobs. 
Edward T. Chase, writing in the Ju ly Harper’s, conclu des 
that ev en if the USES wins increased fu nds, better personnel, 
modem equ ipment and operation methods, it will remain ham­ 
pered u nless bu siness and indu stry su pply it with job data. Mr. 
Chase believ es that if su ch information is not su bmitted v olu n­ 
tarily , it may be achiev ed by law.

With the help of the Greater Pittsbu rgh Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the Regional Indu strial Dev elopment Corporation and 
others, employ ers hav e progressed in making job information 
av ailable here, althou gh there is room for improv ement. 


Organized labor has sou ght mandatory listing of all job 
v acancies with the Serv ice. This has only been done in wartime. 
Mr. Chase writes that if u nemploy ment grows worse, “a fed­ 
eral ex ecu tiv e order might well be issu ed requ iring all gov ­ 
ernment contractors to list their job openings with USES.” 
The Serv ice’s 2,000 local offices are financed by the fed­ 
eral pay roll tax . They are ru n by the indiv idu al states as 
neighborhood centers. This regional makeu p thwarts job place­ 
ments that are ou t-of-state. The au thor su ggests a general 
coordination; also that u nemploy mwit-insu rance tax rates 
might be lowered for employ ers who offer job v acancy data. 
Half the rise in u nemploy ment ov er the past decade is at­ 
tribu table to the longer du ration of joblessness, rather than 
new u nemploy ment, Mr. CJmse states. Against the prospect 
of rising au tomation and an ex ploding labor force the role of 
employ ment serv ice centers will be indispensable. An effort 
is now u nderway to improv e it. 


The Serv ice needs more data on qu alified workers, not 
ju st the m-equ ipped. This u pgrading is intimately linked to co­ 
operation from employ ers. They hav e nothing to lose, for they 
maintain the right to fill jobs on the basis of an applicant’s 
ability . They might gain mu ch if the USES can be tu rned into 
a national manpower agency responsible for the most efficient 
u se of the nation’s total labor resou rces.

LBJ Ignoring Go ld water 


WASHINGTON — Abou t eight hou rs 
after Barry Goldwater deliv ered his bitter 
diatribe against the Johnson Administra­ 
tion and his pledge to make commu nism 
‘‘giv e way to the forces of freedom,” an 
Interesting backstage incident occu rred at 
the White Hou se. 
It indicated that President Johnson Is 
not going to be stampeded away from 
peace by Goldwater. 
Ov er a month ago, Johnson had worked 
ou t an agreement with Sov iet Ru ssia to 
ex change information regarding the de­ 
salting of water. This is something John­ 
son started working on as a senator when 
he and Senators Clint Anderson (D.-N.M.) 
and Clair Engle (D-Calif.) pu shed the first 
bill throu gh C on^ss to set u p research 
plants for de-salting water. 
At that time Sen. Johnson told Con­ 
gress that If man cou ld make salt water 
into fresh the deserts wou ld be made to 
bloom like a rose, and the arid cou ntries 
of North Africa, Israel, the Arab states 
cou ld feed their people. 
It was twelv e y ears ago—1952—when 
Congress first au thorized a $2,000,000 ex ­ 
perimental program. The Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration, which came into office nex t 
y ear, chopped off this money , thou gh later 
Secretary of the Interior Fred Seaton re­ 
stored it. 
Finally in 1961, the program became 
so important that Kennedy approv ed the 
$75,000,000 Anderson-Espinwall Bill for de­ 
salting research throu gh 1967. 
The recent ex change of information 
with Ru ssia was a continu ation of this 
program. 
Last week the Ru ssian delegation, head­ 
ed by Aleksander 1. Chu rin, arriv ed in the 


United States and began its conferences 
with American scioitists, inclu ding White 
Hou se Science Adv iser Dr. Donald Homig. 
Both sides were frank and the talks were 
profitable. 
Bu t since the United States has ex peri­ 
mental plants at Freeport, Tex as, Web­ 
ster, S. D., Roswell, N. M., and San 
Diego, Calif., it became necessary to ar­ 
range transportation for the v isiting Ru s­ 
sians. 
A White Hou se aide came in to see 
the President to ex plain the problem. 
“If we giv e the Ru ssians one of ou r 
planes we’ll get criticized by Goldwater,” 
the President was warned. 
“Hell,” replied the President, “We’ll 
treat ou r v isitors the way we’v e alway s 
treated ’em regardless of Goldwater.” 
He OK’d the u se of a White Hou se 
plane. 
Note—Those close to the President say 
he is not going to cnt the “Hot Line” be­ 
tween Washington and Moscow regardless 
of the GOP platform, and will not be de­ 
terred an inch from his qu est for peace. 
To friends he qu otes the late Speaker 
Sam Ray bom who u sed to drawl: “I’d 
rather talk than fight” 
Song-and-Dance Man George Mu rphy , 
now ru nning for the Senate from Cali­ 
fornia, boasted to friends that his con­ 
nections with the Kennedy s go fu rther 
back than those of his Democratic riv al, 
Pierre Salinger. 
Mnrphy claimed his father, Mike, was 
a crmiy 
the late President Kennedy ’s 
colorfu l granddad, “Honey ” Fitzgerald. 
They conspired together to 
m a r r y 
Honey Fitz’s dau ghter, Rose, to a British 
y acht owner named Lipton. Their u lterior 


pu rpose, according to Mu rphy , was to 
gain access to Lipton’s y acht for fishing 
trips. 
Bu t Rose chose her own hu sband, Joe 
jTp-nedy , and produ ced the famou s Ken­ 
nedy ‘amily . 
Sen. Goldwater has told aides grimly 
that Repu blican liberals can earn a place 
in the party by getting their big-money 
friends in the East to contribu te to his 
campaign. Goldwater has set a goal of 
$12 million—almost $11 million more than 
the party now has in the bank . . . Jackie 
Robinson of the old Brookly n Dodgers, 
who has been serv ing on Gov . Rockefel­ 
ler’s political staff, has notified Rocky he 
can no longer remain a Repu blican and 
will now encou rage his fellow Negroes to 
register as Democrats and v ote for John­ 
son . . . 
Barry Goldwater, Jr., denied v igorou s­ 
ly to friends that the Goldwaters are anti- 
Negro. He claimed he went on his first 
deer hu nt as the only white boy with 14 
Negroes . . . All the Repu blican orators 
who spoke against the John Birch Society 
were delu ged with abu siv e wires, letters 
and phone calls. Ugly threats of v iolence 
were made against Gov ernors Nelson 
Rockefeller and Mark Hatfield of Oregon. 
Ev en ex -President Eisenhower receiv ed 
sev eral nasty notes and calls . . . The 
v ote of Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine against ratification of the test ban 
treaty did not pay off. Friends ex plain 
that Mrs. Smith, who has been strong 
for peace in the past, v oted against the 
test ban treaty becau se she had been led 
to believ e she might be Sen. Goldwater’s 
ru nning mate. Bu t at San Francisco Sen. 
Smith w'as left high and dry .

Ru minations on leav ing San Francisco; One heard a good 
deal in this city of the Argonau ts of Barry Goldwater’s pro­ 
pensity to shoot from the hip.

The 
President of the Illinois Federation of Repu blican Women, 
Phy llis Schlafly , told a wildly cheering au dience at the Hotel 
Fairmont that if the late President Kennedy had been an ac­ 
cu rate hip-shooter like Goldwater there wou ld nev er hav e 
been a Berlin Wall or a Bay of Pigs disaster. 
May be, may be. Bu t, dodging the intematlmial implica­ 
tions of Phy llis Schlafly ’s celebration of accu rate hip-shooting, 
one may say that the nomination of Barry Goldwater in San 
Francisco was qu ite in keeping with the city ’s tradition. 
Nothing in the history of the town smacks of measu ring 
ou t one’s span of life in mincing spoonfu ls of pru dence. They 
weren’t pru dent men who responded to the news of gold in 
Su tter’s millrace. They weren’t pru dent men who marched 
behind Lieu tenant Montgomery to plant the American eagle 
in Portsmou th Plaza. The Big Fou r—Leland Stanford, Collis 
Hu ntington, Charles Crocker and Mark Hopkins—who threw 
the old Central Pacific Railroad ov er the peaks and gorges of 
the Sierra—were not known for carefu l recessiv eness. And the 
Kings of the Comstock silv er lode who reared their mansions 
on Nob Hill knew how to twirl a gu n or two. 
The world has changed since then. Bat It might not hart 
for Khru shchev and Mao Tse-tu ng to be reminded 
the history 
of San Francisco. 
While on the su bject of boldness, this colu mnist wou ld like 
to pay tribu te to one of the profession who has been colu mning 
since the 1920s. I refer to Walter Winchell, now 67 y ears old. 
His nerv ou s v itality pu ts any of this generation’s cu b re ports 
to shame. 
I started to come back with him from the Cow Palace to 
San Francisco at 12 o’clock one night. It was three o’clock 
before I got to bed. Walter had a tax i lined u p to take u s In. Bu t 
when a grou p of CORE demonstrators attempted to lie down at 
the Cow Palace gates, Winchell said, “I gotta see this.” A 
minu te later he was u p on the roof directing camera men. 
Then he was down in the crowd, insisting that 
a Negro civ il 
rights protester with a big police dog in leash stop to 
be in­ 
terv iewed. Walter wanted to know whether the protester 
wa s 
“retnmlng the compliment” for Birmingham, Ala. 
He receiv ed 
this answer: “We’v e got the dog here for ex perience. We’re 
training him.” 
Walter had the gu ts to remind the demonstrators that it 
wasn’t qu ite in keeping with their protestations of peace to 
shou t, “We want Barry Goldwater with a rope arou nd his 
neck.” 


When onr cab had finally broken throu gh the demonstrators 
and gotten into the city limits of San Francisco, we ran into a 
fire. “Stop,” said Walter to the cab driv er, “I gotta see this.” 
He was ou t in a flash, interv iewing firemen. It took me back to 
the 1920’s when, as a New York Times cu b, I sometimes fol­ 
lowed the oriflamme of Wincheli’s tilted hat to fires on New 
York’s Delaney Street. 


While Walter was interv iewing firemen, all of whom seem­ 
ed to know him well, I talked with the cab driv er. He happened^ 
to be the radio dispatcher for his company ’s cabs at the Cow | 
Palace. 


“Those demonstrators,” he said, “kept my boy s today ' 
from getting in and ou t with their cabs. 1 don’t know how 
many fares my boy s lost. I tell y ou , it’s no way to make 
sy mpathy for a cau se when y ou keep honest people from 
making their liv ing.” 
, 


Here was the “white backlash” speaking in the flesh. It will' 
su rely show u p in Nov emljer if the street distu rbances persist.^'

Should the bid be even par­ 
tially successful, Prime Minis­ 
ter Fidel Castro’s creaky econo­ 
my undoubtedly would suffer 
serious new damage through the 
denial of badly needed imports. 
Cuba’s railway system is re­ 
ported to be in a crippling state 
of disrepair. Trucks and buses' 
are urgently required to replace i 
worn-out 
highway 
transport. | 
People stand in long, slow-mov­ 
ing lines to buy food at the 
stores. 
The price of gasoline, which i 
Cuba reportedly gets only from 
Soviet sources, is up to 60 cents 
a gallon as against 34 cents a 
year ago. Production of sugar, 
Cuba’s big export crop, is off 
more than 25 per cent. 


In the judgment of Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and some of 
the other Western Hemisphere 
foreign meeting here this week, 
the Castro regime is vulnerable 
on its economic front. To them 
it makes sense to seek to apply 
new pressures among the puni­ 
tive 
measures 
proposed 
for 
adoption because of Castro’s 
support of terrorist activities in 
Venezuela last year. 
But the trend in Cuban trade 
with non-Communist countries 
is now’ upward, after declining 
for four years. Britain and 
France have broken with Wash­ 
ington’s policy of economic boy­ 
cott in order to sell transporta­ 
tion equipment. Other European i 
allies may follow’ this lead. 
The first question faced by the 
United States and other Western 
Hemisphere nations, therefore, 
is whether they can arrest this 
upward trend in Cuba’s Non- 
Communist trade and start it 
declining again. 


The proposed new move to 
tighten 
the 
economic 
noose 
around the Castro regime would 
not mean any change in U.S. 
policy. This country has had a 
total embargo on trade with 
Cuba since February 1962 ex­ 
cept for food and medicine. 
The new proposal, however, 
would put an inter-American 
sanction behind what has been 
primarily a United States drive 
so far, and Washington officials

believe this could have one 
practical result. It could cause 
Latin-American buyers to boy­ 
cott the pix)ducts of European 
countries trading with Cuba. 
And since they need to buy 
many of the same things that 
the Cubans require, those com­ 
panies interested in Cuban trade 
might be faced with the loss of 
markets more important than 
those they could gain by open­ 
ing up commerce w’ith Cuba.

threatened to run inde­ 
pendent campaigns. 


A random sampling by the 
Associated Press, not meant to 
be interpreted as conclusive by 
any means, shows some positive 
disenchantment with the nation­ 
al Goldwater-Miller ticket. 


But the consensus attitude 
was that it is too early at this 
point to say with authority just 
how much Goldwater will help 
or hurt in the local areas.

One said:

One freshman representative 
who was outspoken about his 
dissatisfaction with Goldwater 
was Warren H. Spencer, who by 
his own admission, represents a 
“ rock-ribbed” Republican dis­ 
trict.

to the individual and the type 
of job he did.”

and one where, by his figures, 
62 per cent of his constituency 
is associated with the labor 
movement.

Cer­ 
tainly , if th ere is to be anoth er 
contention in th is regards, th e 
constructive p articip ation of our 
news p ersonnel in its service of 
p ublic enligh tenment h as con­ 
tributed immeasureably towards 
our stability . Th e p ublic’s righ t 
to know will remain as such as 
long as th e uninh ibited and th e!

sible news gath ering services is 
resp ected. 
Such animosity towards th e 
news media as a p ossible scap e­ 
goat for failures can not sub­ 
stitute for p olitical irresp onsibil­ 
ity . If th ere is an acknowledge­ 
ment of failures p er se, th en it 
must fall four square up on th e 
obvious source. Th e imp lemen­ 
tation of sound, and judicious 
leadersh ip rests up on th e sh oul­ 
ders of th ose wh o assume th e 
full weigh t of p olitical resp on­ 
sibility .

Post - Revolu tion Govern men t Pu sh in g 
Allian ce for Progress Plan s in Brazil 


By EDGAR MILLER 
RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 
There’s a new zing in the Al­ 
liance for Progress in Brazil. 
It didn’t tak e mu ch to p u t it 
there bu t it cou ld tak e a lot of 
hard work to k eep it there. 
The zip comes from the atti­ 
tu de of Brazil’s p ost-rev olu tion 
gov ernment toward the hemi­ 
sp here-wide aid p rogram lau nch­ 
ed by the late President John 
Kennedy , 
Brazil’s p ro-U.S. gov ernment 
lets its ex tremely fav orable atti­ 
tu de toward the Alliance be 
k nown from the start. 
Any lingering dou bts w e r e 
whip p ed away when President 
Hu mberto Gastello Branco re­ 
cently ask ed to be p resent at the 
signing of a |15 million Alliance- 
su p p orted road-bu ilding p rogram 
in northeast Brazil. 
Gastello said he wanted to “be­ 
come p ersonally identified’’ with 
the Alliance for Progress. 
For the members of the U.S. 
Agency for International Dev el­ 
op ment (USAID), the agency

which handles most of the U.S. 
end of the Alliance in Latin 
America, it was ex tremely good 
news. 


For nearly three disap p ointing 
y ears, the heel-dragging AlUance 
had faced indifference and, in 
some cases, ou tright hostility 
from former President Joao 
Gou lart’s gov ernment. 
Gou lart’s attitu de f i l t e r e d 
down to the lowest emp loy e in 
his gov ernment and few dared 
op enly su p p ort the Alliance. 
Bu t Gastello’s attitu de is also 
ex p ected to filter down and, in 
the words of Jack Ku bish, chief 
of USAID in Brazil, it “cou ld 
mak e a su bstantial difference.’’ 
Be say s this attitu de from 
drazil already has giv en p erson­ 
nel connected with the p rogram 
a new zing in their work . 
You can already tell a differ­ 
ence in the sp eed with which 
things are mov ing. 
For ex amp le, since the rev olu ­ 
tion’s triu mp h Ap ril 1, the United 
States has signed agreements 
with Brazil for loans or grants 
totaling some $142.8 miUions. In 
the 10 months p rev iou s to the 
rev olu tion only $180 million were 
earmark ed or sp ent in Brazil in 
the Alliance p rogram. In the two 
months p receding Gou lart’s fall 
it was only 1.8 million. 
Fu tu re Problems 
Nonetheless, there are two im­ 
mediately obv iou s dangers in the 
new ru sh for the Alliance band­ 
wagon. Unless handled care­ 
fu lly , they cou ld lead to a worse 
situ ation than before. 
1. Many p eop le now think the 
Alliance will “soar lik e a big 
bird,’’ as one observ er p u t it, 
and that all p roblems will be 
miracu lou sly whip p ed away . 
When this doesn't hap p en, and 
no p eop le close to the p rogram 
really believ e it will, it cou ld 
lead to a new series of seriou s 
disillu sionments which cou ld be 
fatal. 
2. There will be a general let­ 
down on the p art of both U.S. 
and Brazilian back ers, with p eo­ 
p le think ing the job is all done. 
Ku bish is well aware of these 
dangers. 
For him, one of the hardest 
p oints to get across to the p u b­ 
lic bolh in the United States and 
abroad is that the Alliance isn’t 
going to work miracles ov er-

“Things ju st aren’t going to 
hap p en that fast,’’ he say s. Bra­ 
zil is a hu ge and comp lex cou n­ 
try . Its p roblems are staggering 
and it will tak e massiv e inv est­ 
ment in both money and energy 
to bu ild the schools, roads, hos­ 
p itals and p lants that Brazil 
needs. 
Ku bish admits that it wasn’t 
only Gou lart’s hostile attitu de 
which was holding back the Al­ 
liance here. 
There has been 
p lenty of heel-dragging from the 
U.S. side as well, mu ch of it, 
critics claim, from the ex ces- 
si\ely bu reau cratic machinery 
of USAID itself. 
Gritics say the Alliance has 
often mov ed too slowly to be 
effectiv e and to hav e the needed 
p olitical and p op u lar imp act. 
Ku bish insists that “the Al- 
liance has been mu ch better 
than is generally realized . . . 
We are only a little behind and a 
lot farther along than most p eo­ 
p le think .’’ 
Ku bish Answers Critics 
Ku bish is a tall and handsome 
42-y ear-old Hannibal, Mo., na­ 
tiv e who was director of interna­ 
tional op erations of Bendix Ap ­ 
p liance and later head of two 
other comp antp .s before enteringi 
gov ernment .serv ice in 1961. Hei 


came to Brazil in 1962. 
His p rematu rely gray ing hali 
and trim p hy siq u e giv e him a 
distingu ished look which has led 
friends to remark “he look s 
more lik e an ambassador than 
the ambassador himself.’’ 
Ku bish does not slou gh off the 
criticism of his p rogram bu t he 
does think many are ex agger­ 
ated. 
On the charge that U.S. money 
is handed ou t too slowly , Ku bish 
say s: 
“My feeling is it does tak e a 
long time before we can release 
U.S. p u blic fu nds or resou rces 
ior p rojects in Brazil . . . ” 
One Bu reau cracy , K u bi s h 
p oints ou t: 
“With a large nu mber of p eo­ 
p le and handling l a r g e re­ 
sou rces, y ou mu st sy stemize. 
Otherwise, y ou hav e chaos. 
“Big bu siness is ju st as bu ­ 
reau cratic, ju st as highly organ­ 
ized as is the USAID p rogram.” 
There is, of cou rse, room for 
imp rov ement. The time sp an in 
getting p rojects, he feels, can 
be imp rov ed. 
USAID emp loy s abou t 200 p er­ 
sons in Brazil,' 92 of them in 
Rio. 
Does he hav e enou gh p eop le? 
“The needs are so great there’re 
nev er enou gh,” Ku bish cau tiou s­ 
ly rep lies.

‘Be Prepared’ 


The following paragraph is taken fi’oni “Hand­ 
book for Boys,” Boy Scouts of America. 
. . . “Every Scout likes to fish. What Scout’s 
mouth doesn’t water at the th o u ^ of a fresh trout 
frying over a camp fire as the sun goes down in 
the West? These fish are possible onJy as long as 
the WATER IS FIT TO PRODUCE THEM, and 
water filled wi'th silt from eroding uplands or the 
pollution fixmi industrial plants will not produce 
fish. The Scout may watch the water. If silt and 
dirt are the cause of poor fishing, he may look for 
the cause and report it to his state conseiwatic« ! 
commission . . .’’ 
Boy Scouts of Colonel Drake Council at Camp 
Coffman on the Clarion-Venango County line ex­ 
perienced the truths of the above paragraph on 
Tuesday , J uly 14. Heavy rain fell in East Sandy 
Creek’s watershed. Sandy flows tlirough 250 acres 
which the 600 Scouts own as their personal and 
natural play ground. 
The stream has handsome 
tall hemlocks for shading. It squeezes tlirough 
large boulders. It is cold and perhaps at times too 
clear. From the Camp Coffman area for four miles 
to Marble, East Sandy Creek gets 4,000 trout each 
y ear from the Pennsy lvania Fish Commission. 
Fishermen from Clarion County, which has 
less than a half dozen unpolluted streams I’emain- 
ing after years of strip mming, flock to East Sandy 
in spring and early summer. And when Sandy has 
yielded its best. Scouts take over when the camp 
season begins in July. They catch trout. Camp 
Coffman represents an investment of over $190,000, 
not mcluding the added wealth of a trout stream, 
which Dick Costly, one time supervisor of the Al­ 
legheny National Forest at Warren, Pa., had fig­ 
ured to be worth $150,000 a mile. 
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Scouts React Correctly 


'Then came the three-'inch summer rain on 
July 12. It poured on abandoned strip mines in East 
Sandy Creek watershed above Camp Coffman. 
Sandy rose suddenly, thick with silt loosened from 
still exposed strip mine overburden. The rains 
poured on farm lanes which had 'been stabilized 
with an acid-laden overburden called “bony.’’ Fish- 
killing acid pools came rushing through drainage 
ditches. In high muddy water, hundreds of fish 
died. Two days later as Sandy cleared the Scouts 
at Camp Coffman had their first-hand brush with 
stream pollution. They found dead fish. 
The Scouts reacted immediately . One boy for 
an unexplained reason had packed a water-testing 
kit to camp. He knew how to use it and within min­ 
utes the boy s had determin#;d that an acid condi­ 
tion had killed the fish. The Fish Commission got 
an early alert while Scouts scattered for water 
samples and collected dead fish. 
Subsequent examination of East Sandy Creek 
end its little feeders by the Fish Commission and 
a Bureau of Mines official left no doubt on what 
areas had caused the fish kill — strip mines which 
no longer are operating and roads covered with 
bœiy. . . . 


‘We Told You So’ 


And yet everything that happened fiw i tliat 
havy rain was p^dic 
' in 1960 in the Pennsylvania 
Game Commission office in Franklin at which time 
western Per^isylvania sportsmen and others pio- 
tested granting of additional strip mine permits to 
the F. Howard Kahle Compgmy of Knox. The strip­ 
ping would have been conducted on East Sandy 
Creek, and although the permits came later, the 
applicant did not open a new mine in the disputed 
area. 
The objectors had studied the East Sandy Creek 
watershed which influenced the stream at Camp 
Coffman prior to the meeting. They were shocked 
at both the mining practices and the unconcerned 
abandonment of operations there. The possibilities 
for mass fish kills by mine acid existed in 1960. 
T^e fish commission knew this and twice a month 
dispatched two fish wardens to check 12 miles of 
East Sandy Creek. But one state department 
dwsn’t point to another’s failures. Scout Ranger 
Bill Kay took water samples every month for 
Camp Q>ffman records. 
The eventual pollution was not to be denied. 
Why ? Because no measures were taken, either by 
directive from the State Sanitary Water Board or 
by the Mine Drainage Section, Pennsy lvania De- 
‘ partment of Health, to correct permanently poten- 
, tlal sources of pollution caused by bad strip min­ 
ing practices. If state officials ever read tlie Scout 
> handbook on stream pollution they did not believe 
its lesson. It is no satisfaction today to know that 
'^the state has the “ best strip mine laws in the na­ 
tion,” unless and until that law can restore even 
one polluted trout stream to its former pristine 
quality . Restoration will be a slow process. 
In the meantime the entire length of East 
, Sandy Creek — 12 miles — may be written off as 
a clean trout stream. Using the Costly formula, 
the area’s loss in fishing recreation amounts to 
$1,500,000. In addition. East Sandy Creek passes 
through now depreciated State Game lands at Van. 
Polluted, it is scorned as a camp development area, 
. although deer hunting is excellent. Polluted, it de­ 
nies additional taxes to school districts. Polluted, it 
likewise depreciates the value of Camp Coffman. 
The Scouts have learned the lesson of pollution, 
quickly. It is to be, however, hoped they do not per- 
, mil the poverty of Appalachia to creep to our 
doorsteps.

NEW YORK (AP)-Political 
turmoil and racial strife are 
being added to the uncertain­ 
ties of business planning. 
Businessmen have to plan 
ahead—or else. This summer 
had seemed to offer far less 
than the usual number of uncer­ 
tainties. As the planners took to 
the woods or the beaches, all 
the signs still pointed to a fur­ 
ther climb in the economy —and 
the signs still do. 
The bellwethers—the big cor­ 
porations and the stock mark et 
—obviously were counting on 
good times. 
The corporations were an­ 
nouncing 
increased 
spending 
plans, for updating eq uipment 
or adding to existing production 
facilities. And these plans of ne­ 
cessity look ed well into the fu­ 
ture. 
The stock mark et has been 
betting on the nearer term. 
Prices, especially of many blue 
chips, have been bid to record 
highs. The meaning seemed

Regular 
uncertainties 
that 
plague the planners were still 
there, of course. International 
strife could alway s upset any 
predictions. Natural catastro- 
phies such as weather or earth­ 
q uak es could hit some indus­ 
tries or regions. The alway s un­ 
predictable 
consumer 
could 
change from his present state of 
calm confidence to one of doubt 
and then consumer spending 
would fall, and so would busi­ 
ness sales and earnings. 
And the aging business upturn 
could run afoul of the traditional 
cy cle, if any excesses should de­ 
velop to trigger a downturn. 
But the economic signs on the 
whole were, and are, remark a­ 
bly near unanimity in predicting 
continuing good times. 
For many business planners, 
however, there are now some 
new uncertainties to deal with. 
What could racial strife do to 
production in some localities, to 
consumer 
buy ing 
here 
and 
there, to the choice of localities 
for new plants? Rioting can 
mean property damages and 
loss of goods. It can also fright­ 
en away shoppers, or even k eep 
factory work ers away 
from 
their jobs. Some tourists are re­ 
ported nervous. Travel to some 
trouble spots has dropped. 
Racial strife goes even deeper 
than these surface matters. Top 
management in many corpora­ 
tions is tak ing a new look at hir­ 
ing plans, at advertising cam­ 
paigns, at moves lo enter new 
mark ets. Management-labor re­ 
lations are affected in a number 
of mdustries. 
A summer that look ed lik e an 
economic shoo-in might y et de­ 
velop some business firework s 
unforeseen only a short time 
back .
